YANKEE CONSIDERS 
The N.H.-Mass. Border Battle 


You will not find Henry F. Long, Tax 
Commissioner of Massachusetts, in Who's 
Who in America, Who's Who in the East, or 
Who's Who in New England. We have 
never seen his picture before and his able 
secretary tells us there are no pictures of 
him available at his office. Yet, from the 
evidence at hand, it is apparent that Com- 
missioner Long is not only one of New 


England's most talked about men but also 
holds, through the authority of his office, 
almost dictatorial powers. 

Secretly, most New Englanaers are proud 
of this fearless, absolutely honest, public 
servant. No one to our knowledge has ever

questioned his integrity. 
whose 


and-law-respecting grandfather 
grandchildren please him as much as any 
other way “by putting an Old Farmer's 
A{lianac in my stocking every Christmas.” 
His smile is infectious, manner captivating, 
and the loyalty of his office associates close 
to devotion. Only a few moments at his 
office will convince you of that. These 
people around him really love him. 

How strange it is then that life should 
cast this shy, retiring man into the “big, 
bad wolf”’ part so many newspaper stories— 
and gossiping tongues—make him out to 
be. The reputation of course comes from 
the job he’s in—and not the man. 

Tax collecting does not readily lend it- 
self to good “public relations.” Every tax 
commissioner, like every cop, becomes, as 
soon as he takes office, the whipping post 
of the constituency. 

It isn't Mr. Long's fault, for example, 
that New Hampshire sells liquor so much 
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cheaper than the Massachusetts state- 
taxed bottled goods—and that economy- 
minded Massachusetts residents slip over 
the line to purchase booze in the Granite 
State. But it would be his fault if Mr. Long 
didn’t threaten—even arrest—these tax 
evaders who, in the eyes of Beacon Hill 
legislators, are breaking the law. What a 
howl goes up when Mr. Long goes about 
his routine duties, though. ‘“‘Unconstitu- 
tional!” “Downright dictatorship!’’ 
“Abridgement of personal liberties!” Ac- 
cording to at least one newspaper, Long’s 
insistence on the rights of his office has 
opened up a full-scale border warfare. 

Border warfare between our various 
states, (most people don’t realize) has been 
going on since 1776 and then some. It was 
common practice, for example, in the old 
days, for Massachusetts farmers to drive 
their cattle into New Hampshire at assess- 
ing time. Our various states, casting about 
in various ways with every known kind of 
tax, have created a national tax problem 
which baffles even the experts. 

Uniformity of state tax laws will of 
course some day ease the enforcement 
problems of all tax commissioners.

COUNTRY hIDS 


Ramona Barth, minister's wife and mother of five, ex- 
plores the pros and cons of raising childrenin the country. 
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Philip Wylie, who minces no words in 
voicing his convictions, says no parent has 
a right to raise children any place but in 
the country. Whether the 80 per cent of 
our population who earn their living in the 
city should by inference not be allowed to 
propagate is a bit problematic, but the 
20 per cent of us who live in rural areas aré 
certainly made to feel that we are the 
chosen people 

Which way of life is better for our 
children? As one who has observed the 
effects of both country and city life on a 
growing family for almost a decade, | 
believe there is little question that the 
scales tip for the country! I think of the 
many striking contrasts between raising 
our own five children—in the confines of a 
city apartment and on the 60 acres of our 
Maine farm which we bought 16 years ago 
largely for them. The immediate factor 








which made us answer an intriguing for 
sale ad in a Boston paper was an irate 
landlord who kept tapping our bedroom 
floor because our two infants were amusing 
themselves (we thought very nicely) by 
rocking back and forth in their two cribs: 
The cane versus crib battle got on all 
nerves to the point that we took to the 
Maine woods. On the bend of the Sheep- 
scott River a half mile from either highway 
or house only the sighing hackmatacks or 
the whip-poor-wills talk back. 

Here in our country home my daughter 
may have a room in which to spoon with 
her boy friend; her marriage may be under 
the elm set out by papa some years ago. 


Many a modern mother is boasting of 


having her baby “the old-fashioned way” 
in the borning room so that her young may 
boast of a birthplace other than a cold, 
hygienic hospital ward. 

In the country from the cradle to the 
grave there is room, in short, for life's 
greatest experiences. There is,room for 
scrapbooks, souvenirs, sentimental items 
pertaining to family life. In the city we 
haven't room to save anything beyond 
clothes and magazines. Here in the country 
each of our five children has plenty of attic 
space for their special memos, from con- 
gratulatory wires sent at birth to their 


first school papers and first love letters

ner” in the day's prob- 
lems 1 Rochester, 
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study shelves devoted to young 
items; Indian head pennies; 
stamp collections, not to mention albums, 
movie reels and photos. My children have 
1 past, a sense of rootedness basic in human 
growth. Not that they spend more than a 
rainy day browsing over keepsakes, but the 
feel of permanency is there as they expand 
in their special interests and hobbies. 

And expand they can and do in the 
country. When our adolescent sons decide 
to build a model plane in the city, it precipi- 
tates a family crisis. Their bedroom study 
desks aren't big enough so the only spot is 
the kitchen-dining table. All cooking opera- 
tions must be altered for the duration. A 
model plane takes hours and tiny parts 
can't be moved every two or three hours for 
Here in Maine, however, when the 
Barth brothers decide to emulate the 
Wright Brothers, they not only have a 
bench of their own but a whole shop that 
is their’s for such work. There's space for 
“dope” and tiny propeller pins high away 
from the curious fingers of two small 
brothers whose lives are often in danger 
when plane building goes on in the city. 
Here they can take all summer to build a 
plane without disturbance. 

The “continuous architecture’ of our 
rambling Cape Cod likewise affords a 
whole attic el for one purpose alone, that

of running electric trains. The set-up isso 
ideal that, come warm spring weather and 
train setting up time, the spring planting 
may or may not get in! 

My daughter likewise has a whole house 
in which to give vent to her growing needs. 
There are trunks full of dress-up clothes 
ranging from great grandma's duster to her 
mother’s antique grammar school gradua- 
tion dress. There's space to save old even- 
ing dresses, cast offs that have furnished 
ballet costumes and fashion show projects 
every summer—to be Pavlova, or Dache as 
the spirit moves. There’s a whole room, 
too, for her to be Madame Curie if she 
wishes, space for test tubes, bunsen burn- 
ers and fascinating tubes and jars that 
would drive a city mother crazy, not to 
mention the bug collections, stone collec- 
tions and the snake skins. 

Growing children need contact with 
growing things more than they do TV 
thrillers or comedians. It’s up to the 
modern parent to provide it. Trips to the 
zoo and fancy books about farm friends in 
the most ultra-progressive modern school 
are feeble substitutes for the experience of 
feeding one’s own chickens, milking the 
cows or helping the cat give birth to 
kittens under the kitchen stove. 

Children need to collect and hoard— 
chickens, snails, bugs, stones. If they don’t 
get a chance to they may well be geared to 
a neurotic “hoarding” orientation when 
they grow up. In the city a growing boy 
has only a pocket he can call his own and 
that not for long as mother goes through it. 

Henry Link, the noted psychologist, said 
he refused to put an oi] burner in his city 
home because shovelling the coal was the 
only chore his 15-year-old son had. The 
American Youth Commission says that 
society's biggest problem is how to get the 
modern boy or girl to learn to work when 
there is so little work to do. It’s no problem 
in the country. There is wood to be 
chopped and carried, garbage to be fed the 
pigs instead of the disposal. There’s work 
to be done if the farm family is to survive. 
Exploitation? Child labor? There is a real 
difference between child labor on a farm 
where children work not as stunted adults 
but as children within a family. In the 
words of Dorothy Thompson who spends 
as much time as she can on her Vermont 
farm, “In the city youth behaves like a 
bystander in society instead of a junior 
partner and heir.” 

Our four and two-year olds go off to the 
fields, pint-sized hoes over their shoulders, 
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following and imitating their father and 
two teen-aged brothers. They know they 
are doing “important” work, not some silly 
made-up task to keep them out of the way. 

No longer can we sav that our children 
will be “out of touch” if we keep ‘em down 
on the farm. Farmers’ sons and daughters 
are flying their own planes to town in the 
West and the motor car takes most of us 
to town several times a day if we wish 
“Turkey in the Straw” is no longer the 
only song the farm boy sings after he 
listens to symphonies from Radio City 
Our two sons may stay within the confines 
of our 15 cultivated acres during the day, 
but their ears are glued to the short wave 
taking them about the globe in the evening 

As for the “awful backwoods country 
school” dirge, | wonder. In the city our 
children, if we have the money, can go toa 
select school keeping them in their owa 
intellectual and economic clique. In the 
country the apple of our eye must mix with 
all. In the city, the dolts, the morons are 
kept in their own sper ial class In the 
country they part of the room 
s hoolhouse. 

Robert P. Tristram Coftin, a farm boy 
who made good, goes so far as to plead for 
the return of the little red schoolhouse, a 
whereby, instead of carting out 
country children to the city we cart ou 
city children to the country.

Vineyard Gazelle, the most 
famous country weekly newspaper in 
America. His official title on the masthead 
is Representative at Large, but his nom de 
plume, which appears under his fishing 
articles, is “The Wheelhouse Loafer,” 
another indication of what like to 
be doing. 

His regular column comes out ‘Tuesdays 
during the summers the Gazelle publishes 
two editions weekly), devoted principally 
to problems of the fishing industry, with 
which he is intimately acquainted, and 
liberally sprinkled with the same Oracle- 
type of humor of which Yankee readers 
are so fond. He also knocks out an as- 
tonishing number of straight news stories, 
submits frequent poems, collects subscrip- 
tions and ads, and even delivers papers if 
they come off the press too late for the 
mail. 

He and his wife and mother live in a 
long, shingled house on the main street of 
Vineyard Haven, where the boats from 
New Bedford and Woods Hole make port. 
His son and daughter by an earlier marriage 
have grown up and moved away. Everett, 
who now occupies the position of Assistant 
to the Manager of E. Anthony and Sons, 
publishers of the New Bedford Standard- 
Times, the paper his father worked on for 
several years back in the ’20's, used to be 
his fishing and hunting companion. Joe 
says Everett doesn’t enjoy hunting any 
more, now that he’s away. 

He had been working on small fishing 
boats for two years off and on before he 
left the Island at the tender age of 14 to 
go on a whaling voyage. 
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After helping to fit out the whaler, he 
got sick of the idea of a long voyage, and 
made tracks for the West. From the time 
he was 16 until he was 24, “I lived from 
pillar to post,’ as he describes it. “I did 
some surveying out in Oregon, tended bar 
and ran a streetcar in Vancouver, was a 
motorman in New Bedford.’ He tells some 
hair-raising tales about being followed by 
a mountain lion in Oregon while carrying 
a deer quarter back to camp, driving a 
trolley into a ditch, breaking bones (which 
he says happens at the slightest provoca- 
tion), etc. He got married at the age of 
25 and returned East, where, “I've had 
my nose to the grindstone ever since.” 

He started writing for the Standard- 
Times part time while working in the New 
Bedford factory of United Shoe Co., then 
went on as a full-time employee. Henry 
Beetle Hough's father was managing editor 
at the time, and when the 106-year-old 
Vineyard Gazelle was bought for young 
Hough as a wedding present, Allen was 
offered a job on Martha’s Vineyard. Two 
years later he accepted and found himself 
back whence he had started years before, 
with a wife, an eight-year old boy, and a 
daughter of six months to support. 

“T had one hell of a time when I got 
here,” says Joe. “I hadn't seen the Island 


for 12 years; | was worse than a stranger 
hecause I thought I knew something, and 


didn’t.” A large part of his first years back 
were spent in finding out about things. He 
did a lot of delving into Island history, 
excavated old cellar holes, dug up Indians; 
hunted up court records and genealogies, 
and talked to old peopl » The Gazetle was 


much smaller then, and luckily he had 
time to explore. His articles on the Vine 
yard's past rave people a persper tive the \ 
had forgotten. 

Over the years he became the authority 
on local history Island Indians, 
ogy, genealogy, etc. He is also an expert on 
all sorts of antique Americana 

Both his grandfather and great 
were whalemen. His family on the 
goes back about 300 vears. but 
“I'm not interested in antecedents. If you 
go back far enough, you'll find your an 
cestors hanging by the neck or the tail 
one or the other.””

Although he 
is probably my umpteenth cousin six times 
removed, | never had met him until the 
visit | paid recently to his unique farm 
The farm itself has been in his family since 
1803 and, with three children around the 
place, it looks good for a couple of centuries 
more 

The care and breeding of rare birds is in 
Justin Southwick’s blood and there are 
perhaps not more than a dozen men in the 
country who can equal his knowledge of 
the art Hle has, he savs, “well over a 
hundred” different species on hand at the 
present time, including what he believes to 
be the only ruddy-headed goose in North 
America. He has nine different kinds of 
teal alone, three different kinds of widgeon 
which are all the kinds there are in the 
world), and some 25 or 30 other brands of 
duck Ile has several different kind of 
swan, he has cranes —but why go on? It 
would take hours The number of in- 
dividual birds probably runs to 10000 or 
1500 

For years the zoo curators of the country 
YANKEE 
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have been beating a path to his door. He 
has sold his prized specimens to suc h widely 
separated places as Philadelphia, Salt Lake 
City and San Antonio 

Where does he get his birds? He breeds 
them, of course, but he also buys them 
from all over the world. He has agents in 
England, Holland and Germany, and a 
frequent occurrence at the Southwick farm 
is the truck trip to New York to pick up 
the shipments of rare birds in quarantine 
at the port of embarkation. This ts always 
an undertaking of anxiety, for the strange, 
delicate fowl succumb to the 
rigors of transoceant 

Phese exotic ilso subject 
to such commonplace ailments as New 
castles and coccidiosis, but Miro Southwick 
doesn't worry about things like that. Years 
of experience have taught him how to cope 
with the neuroses and susceptibilities of 
even the rarest bird. All of them are wing 
clipped and fenced in, of course \ ma 
rauding fox or mink is not suitable company 
for birds who cost $20 a pound

So with a 
great deal of study and hiring of experi- 
enced labor the mill once again started 
turning out wood products It was a great 
thrill in December of 1948 to see smoke 
pouring out of the chimney and hear the 
sound of saws. 

“With the exception of painting and 
strengthening of rotten timbers the building 
has kept the same lines and appearance of 
100 years ago. So now with this antique 
background and the presence of old posters 
announcing social dances and local adver- 
tising on the walls, the mill is building 
furniture. However, all of the obsolete 
machinery has been replaced with new tools 
in order to keep up with the furniture de- 
mands of today. 

“But with it all we have managed to 
keep present the ever important feature of 
hand work. All the furniture now built is 
of Early American design. Native kiln- 
dried pine is used exclusively. The furni- 
ture can be purchased retail through the 
mail, here at our mill showroom or through 
certain retail stores such as W. & J. Sloane, 
Stamford, Conn., B. Altman, New York, 
Albert Steiger Co., Springfield, Mass., and 
Carbone Inc., Boston, Mass.

It is unusual to hear of a hobbyist who 
dislikes her hobby—-but then, Virginia 
Woods Bellamy is an unusual woman 
When she took up knitting she thought 
business of knitting directions 
totally right from the start. 
Knit, purl, knit, purl—on and on. Why, 
you didn't even have a design when you 
And then you had to sew up 
the seams, horrible thought! 

Now Mrs. Bellamy is a very 
charming person, but when she sets out to 
do a thing, she usually does it, even if it 
takes 25 vears.

in which she worked, then pioneered into 
the unknown. 

Although she had been a writer all her 
life, Mrs. Bellamy did not think of market- 
ing her patterns through magazines until 
a friend suggested it. Known as the Hug- 
bunny patterns, they were published and 
sold by the Woman's Home Companion. 

The years that followed were 
filled with writing, housekeeping, and fre- 
quent illnesses. Sometimes during con- 
valescence a new knitted pattern would 
materialize. But for the most part, Mrs. 
Bellamy had given up knitting and her 
search for an easier technique. After all, 
there had been no innovations in this oldest 
of all handcrafts for over 2000 years. 
Could she work out something new? 

Then two things happened that set the 
idle Bellamy knitting needles to clicking 
again. A friend asked her to design a 
layette. “It's got to be made of squares,” 
the woman added, “because I can’t knit 
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anything else." Then another friend cas- 
ually said, “Did you ever notice that if 
you slip the first stitch on a row and purl 
the last, you have a series of chain stitches 
on the edge of your work?” 

No, Mrs. Bellamy never had paid atten- 
tion to it, but... “That was where | 
began asking some questions of my own,” 
says Mrs. Bellamy. “And my first one was, 
“What is a square?’ ” 

Using garter stitch, the primer of all 
knitting, she made a block 12 stitches wide 
and 12 ridges high, with a row of 12 chain 
stitches on each side. Theoretically—and 
arithmetically—she had made a square, 
but her tape measure verified what her 
eyes told her. The block she had made 
was nol square. Deciding to ignore meas- 
urements, Mrs. Bellamy took the revolu- 
tionary step of throwing away her ruler 
and working out her patterns solely on the 
number of stitches used. That is the 
reason her new handcraft came to be called 
Number Knitting. 

Picking up 12 stitches along the side of 
her block, Mrs. Bellamy knit another simi- 
lar square, the ridges of the second one 
extending in the opposite direction from 
the first. Continuing in the same way, she 
picked up stitches on the opposite side of 
the first block and knit another. Then she 
added three blocks below the original three, 
and three above them, making a square of 
nine blocks. And besides ending up as a 
Number Knitting square, this large piece 
was a true mathematical square. Engineers 
have told Mrs. Bellamy that she unwit- 
tingly created a perfect system of stresses 
and strains in which the stitches pull on 
each other in approved mechanical fashion. 

Soon she was using set-in triangles among 
the squares to add variety and produce 
certain shapes. To give added snap she 
discovered a way to knit squares with a 
diagonal row of narrowing—thereby dram- 
atizing a necessary part of knitting that 
had always been hidden in seams. She 
applied the “divided square” principle to 
her triangles and to the little parallelo- 
grams and double parallelograms that she 
calls by the less formidable name of 
“wings.’ Now she really was getting 
somewhere! Knitting was becoming fun! 

One unique feature of Number Knitting 
is that designs can be made in several 
colors without the inconvenience of passing 
yarn of one color behind that of another. 
Developing this idea, Mrs. Bellamy has 
made simple knit pictures as well as over- 
all patterns. Her single color patterns 
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stand out by virtue of the ridges in certain 
units going in different directions from
